Vlklnos Made Beeewax. 


About eight yearn ago at Oseberg, 


near Toneberg, Norway, there was un- 
earthed a Bhlp of the early Viking 
period. 
It wax completely burled In 


(he earth, and whan disinterred was 
found to belong to the gr;:vc of a Vi- 
king queen, who died about A. D. 800. 
Horsiw, carriages, and sledges were 
alto discovered In the grave, together 
with all kind* of household furniture 
and utenslla and personal ornamcnte, 
the whole forming a picture of the 
state of northern civilization centu- 
ries ago. Among the other articles 
found were two dark rectangular 
messes, which proved to be wax that 
had apparently been used for the wax- 
ing of sewing thread. This wax has 
recently been chemically examined by 
Dr. J. Sebellen, who found that Ite 
•peclflc gravity and its melting-point 
agreed wltb that of tbe beeswax of 
tie present day.
